we ascend a long- hill and drive 'out 
into a larg-e stony mountain area of 
more than nine hundred -acres. . We 
would have been almost helpless in 
making our hurried trip through'the 
garden without the aid of our hackman.

As we ascend the first long hill .we 


are surrounded on every .-'side by recks 
of interesting and strange colors' .and 
formations. 
When aided by-the-sug- 


gestions of our guide ,we can see ;ln 
every direction rocks .that wonderfully 
represent the physical makeup of va- 
rious animals including- many species 
and varieties of_; the human family. 
These rocks are all named.-They bear 
such names as the Kissing Camels, 
Mother Grundy, .Grover Cleveland, Sit- 
ting- Bull, the Bear and the Seal,'etc.:.

Our driver now halts at. the brow 


of the hill and our carriage stands.be- 
tween two great, columns 'of. s'and; stone 
the one the famous Balanced Rock, a 
huge boulder twenty feet in height by 
thirty fset in width by thirty, feet long 
estimated at a weight of'five hundred 
tons, is balanced ,on a base, fovu- feet 
by five feet.
